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Preface. 


It is probable that since the dispersal of the major portion of the Seago 
Collection in 1873, there has not been such a large and important collection 
of the wares of this factory offered for sale by public auction. 

From the commencement of the factory in 1756 to its close in 1803, when 
it could no longer compete with the cheaper wares of Staffordshire, there is 
not much doubt that its output was rather of an utilitarian than of a decorative 
character, and the collection in question is in this respect typical. That decora- 
tive and other pieces of fine quality were made at the factory with more 
abundance than was at one time acknowledged, was conclusively proved by 
the find in 1902 of moulds and fragments of a number of pieces hitherto ascribed 
to other factories on account of their general excellence; a glance at Lots 
16, 35, 44, 60, 86, 87, 93, 101, 125 and 127 to 132 will show an excellence in 
potting and skill in painting equal to any English factory of the period. 

The earlier wares were of blue and white decoration, and the collection 
contains a great variety of rare and interesting specimens from the toy pieces 
and small eye baths to the large family teapots and basins; in the absence 
of any recognised mark used at Lowestoft, many of them are all the more interest- 
ing as bearing the blue painters’ numbers peculiar to this factory. 

Not only was the decoration of English, Continental and Oriental porcelain 
profusely copied, but the marks also, and Bristol, Worcester, Dresden and 
Chinese marks are to be found on a number of pieces; thus on the back of Lot 
71, a powder blue plate, the cross swords of the Elector of Saxony is found 
in the middle of the reign mark of the Emperor Kang-’hsi. 

The collection is rich in specimens of polychrome decoration, which was 
produced from about 1770 onwards, and it contains a variety of decorative and 
utilitarian pieces finely enamelled with Chinese famille verte, famille rose, and 
Japanese Imari decoration, also a number of floral and classical patterns of great 
beauty, including the famous pink scale and Angouléme patterns, and some rare 
pieces with black and gold decoration. ; 

Among the more important inscribed pieces for which the factory is famous 
are Trifles from Lowestoft, Bungay, and Hingham, and a variety of named and 
dated pieces covering a period nine years after the commencement of the factory 
to nine years prior to its close, and bearing a number of old Hast Anglian names ; 
of great interest also is part of an armorial tea service belonging to the poet, 
politician and scholar, the Rev. Robert Potter, Vicar of Lowestoft.
